Ever since the burning of the old 
Ocean House some twenty-five years 
ago; Newport has been planning for 
a new hotel and we are no better off 
today than we were on the morning 
after the fire. The hotel committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce is now 
working in connection with the well 
known Hockcnbury system to finance 
tho proposition. The site of the pres- 
ent Hill Top Inn has been agreed 
upon as the most desirable location, 
and the total expense of the propo- 
sition is estimated at about |500,COO. 
Teams of canvassers are being organ- 
ized to make a systematic drive for 
subscriptions among all the people of 
Newport. 
It is proposed to issue 


preferred stock of a par value of 
$100, and each subscription for two 
shares of this slock will receive as a 
bonus one share of common stock 
without par value. From this, how- 
ever, it must not be construed that a 
subscription of two shares win be 
accepted as sufficient for everybody, 
for unless those who are able to do 
.so take more than this amount, the 
hotel cannot.be financed. It is pro- 
posed to divide the subscriptions into 
ten payments of ten per cent. each.

Titus as chairman, Charles Tisdall 
vice chairman, George W. Bacbeller 
treasurer, and William C. Campbell 
secretary.

CHANGE THE SENATE

The Newport Mercury, commenting 


upon a plan suggested !n the Journal 
a few days ago for the reapportion- 
ment of the State Senate, offers as an 
alternative a Senate of sixty members 
This it secures by retaining one Sen- 
ator from each town and city as at 
present and increasing the number 
from tho centres of population, with, 
the proviso that, as in the House, no 
city 
shall 
have more 
than 
onc- 


fourth of the total. 


According to this plan, Providence 


would 
have 
fifteen senators, Paw- 


tucket four, Woonsocket three, and 
Newport and Cranslon two each. 


The trouble, with such a plan is that 


it would produce a larger State Sen- 
ate 
than exists 
anywhere in 
the 


United States at the prci'mt time 
svith the single exception of Minneso- 
ta. Does the smallest state n-.ed sufh 
nn 
expanded 
body?—Providence 


Journal. 


This may call for a large Senate, 


but at the same time it presents the 
most equitable method of re-distict-- 
ing th? State that has yet been sug- 
gested. No town has been deprived 
of a representative in the'iipperbody, 
and at the same time the larger 
towns a'nd cities arc- given a larger 
representation. It is a plan the most 


j likely to meet with the least oppo- 


sition in the smaller towns. The one 
thing to be considered first is the 
prospect of the method adopted being 
approved by all the towns in the 
State. The smaller towns, while they 
may be willing to concede a larger 
representation to the cities, will be 
slow to surrender what they have 
long considered their own by right. 


The proposition to elect the Sen- 


ate . on a general ticket is by no 
means a bad one. 
We might have 


a Senate of 24 members, elected for 
a term of four years, one-half to be 
chosen at each biennial election. We 
would make a proviso in such a law, 
that no two senators of the same 
political party should be from the 
same town or city. 
With n senate 


elected in this manner, we stand a 
chance of getting the services of a 
high grade of intelligence. It has 
always seemed a little incongruous 
that there should be two legisla- 
tive bodies in a state chosen directly 
by the same voters and in the same 
manner. 
Since the change was made 


in Congress, so as to elect the sena- 
tors by the same 
voters as the 


House, and in precisely the same 
manner, the standard of that body- 
has been decreased by many per 
cent. It is a change in our National 
Constitution that should never have 
'been made. If now Rhode Island is 
to change its long time, representation 
in the Senate, it will bo well to 
choose that which will elevate the 
body. To do that the election on a. 
general ticket would prove in the end 
the most efficient. 


The La Follette followers are now 


•claiming substantial support in the 
East.. There is not the slightest 
possibility of La Follette carrying 
any Eastern State, and 
whatever 


support he receives in this part of 
the country will'come more from 
Davis than from Coolidge. Today it 
.looks more than ever like a walk- 
over for Coolirige, but the great 
jproblem of the Republicans is going 
to be to secure a working majority 
in the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives.

triotic taxpaying, when they totalled 
206. Then either profits or frankness, 
or both, began to fade.

shows rich men making money, but 
sliows them paying taxes on their 
earnings fo a degree not considered 
possible.

000 annually. In like proportions the 
loss doubtless extends to all parts 
of the country.

Added to that, the loss 
carelessly caused in hundreds of other 
directions, and the figures must climb 
np into many millions. If more care 
was observed in the everyday life of 
the vast multitudes of people, the 
cost of living could be redjced many 
per cent.

THAN IT WAS' 


With the actual number of fatali- 


ties from automobile accidents in- 
creasing month by month, it is en- 
couraging to learn that the percent- 
ngc is decreasing. 


In 1907; whjen there were- only 


142,000 cars in the United States, 
there were 598 deaths from automo- 
bile accidents. 
In 1923 there were 


16,000 
such 
deaths—an appalling 


number. But there were also 15,000,- 


OOfl motor vehicles of various types 
in the country. That is, the number 
of automobiles increased 105 times, 
while the accident toll mounted to 
only 27 times its earlier rate. The 
danger attached to every individual 
car has therefore decreased 
some- 


thing like 75 per cent. 


All present indications are that mo- 


tor curs will continue to increase in 
number. Modern cars are faster mov- 
ing; 
present day streets are more 


congested. Nevertheless, it should be 
possible to keep the fatality percent- 
age on the decline. The very danger 
of the tremendous number of cars and 
the crowding of thoroughfares will 
emphasize more and more the need 
of caution. Wiser traffic laws, strict- 
er enforcement of them, sterner pun- 
ishment for infringement, thorough 
education of school children in safety 
rules and practice will do much to ef- 
fect a lower automobile death rate.

THE CHANGES OF YEARS - 


In the fall of 1886, on the return 


of Buffalo' Bill from his very success- 
ful trip with his Wild West Show in 
Europe, where he astonished and en- 
thused the crowned heads of all the 
principal nations of that continent 
with his -realistic performances, he 
received a very complimenary letter 
from that great general of the Civil 
War, General W. T. Sherman, in 
which after congratulating 
Buffalo 


Bill on his great success abroad, he 
writes: 


"As nearly as I can estimate there 


were in 1865 about nine and one-half 
million of buffaloes on the' Plains be- 
tween the Missouri river and the 
Rocky Mountains; 'all are now gone, 
killed for their meat, their skins and 
their bbncs. -This seems like dese- 
cration, cruelty and murder, yet they 
have been replaced by twice that 
number' of cattle. At that date there 
were about IGS.Qoo Pawnees, Sioux, 
Cheyenncs and Arapahoes, who de- 
pended upon these buffoloes for their 
yearly food. 
They, too, have gone, 


but they have been replaced by twice 
or thrice ns many white men and 
women, who have made the earth to 
blossom as the rose, and who can be 
counted, taxed and governed hy the 
laws of nature and civilization." 


That was near forty years ago. 


Today all that vast region, once the 
home of the savage Indian and the 
untamed buffalo, is filled with cul- 
tivntcd farms and prosperous Amer- 
ican citizens. . But the buffalo is com- 
ing back. 
The latest reliable enu- 


meration shows that there are today 
something over four thousand buf- 
faloes in this country and some eight 
thousand in Canada. 
They are be- 


ing cultivated in the West as i valu- 
able animal, both for their meat; 
their skins and their bones.

of Fort at Monument 


Fort Cbdibbly, situated twenty mllci 


southeast of Montreal on a congplcu- 
ous headland of tho Itlcbclleu river, 
stands out as one of (lie most notable 
and plctureftjue ruins In Canada. Iti 
Importance as a valuable historical 
memorial of (he early military period 
of the Dominion resulted, a few yean 
ago, In Its being placed under the core, 
of the Dominion department of the: 
Interior to be preserved for the Dece- 
nt of future generations Step* hive, 
since been taken by the department to' 
arrest the disintegration of the mas- 
sive walla and otherwlie adequately 
protect tho fort, A muteum contain- 
ing a valuable collection of rar« books, 
photographs and rollcs hat been added 
to the fort. That the public Is great- 
ly Interested In the site Is shown by. 
the fact that In the last year It was 
visited by more, than 6,000 persons. 


The history of Fort Chombly goes 


back more than two Bad a half cen- 
turies to.tho year 1605, In which New 
France received Us flret substantial 
assistance from the mother country 
in'combating the attacks of the h'os- 
tile Iroquols. Tho first fort was erect- 
ed of wood by. Jacques do Chambly,

New Hot Springs 


The 
hot springs In Yellowstone 


park and In the Canadian1 National 
park at Buntf are very well known. 
Uut at least three others have re- 
cently been found farther north, In 
n region that Is usually .associated 
with cold rather than hot things! 
During -the" survey for a railway line 
through the Yellowstone pass a nat- 
ural hot spring was discovered near 
Myettc peak,'and the railway people 
immediately included In their lltera-. 
ture descriptions for the benefit of 
tourists. Still farther north, at Port 
Esslngton, are springs whose waters 
give good out-of-door bathing at 109 
degrees. These have been reserved 
by" the Canadian government. The 
third hot-water reservoir Is almost on 
the edge of the Pacific ocean, on the 
west coaet of Vancouver iejand.

ried on by tiie United States* Depart- 
ment .of Agriculture In co-operation 
with .the West Virginia agricultural 
experiment station, especially ihoso 
«;li<> winter steers with the Intention 
of. financing them on pasture the fol- 
lowing summer, 
Hecausc the Appa- 


lachian region. of which. the. state of 
Weal Virginia is the center, Is a good 
blucjjrass country admirably adapted 
to growing Btoektrs ond feeders and 
to fattening tli^ra on pasture, most of 
the beef produced in'this section 18 
produced on grass hlone. It has been 
a common practice In this area to win- 
ter steers on dry feed, such as hay, 
corn slover and wheat straw, and on 
com sllago to a less extent. In such a 
«jiy that they are permitted to iose 
weight. .They are then pnetureU tho 
following summer .nnd sold as stock- 
crs, feeders or finished steers. 


Cauie for Experini«ni«. 


Because there are .some who hayo 


maintained that It .Is profitable to 
nllow this loss, which with older steers 
usually, varies from 23 to 100 pounds, 
nnd others'that believe that cattle 
wintered on silage, or on a ration of 
which silage is a part, will not do well 
on grass the following summer, theso 
feeding experiments have been under- 
tnken. .Three years' results are now 
iivullablo and have been published In 
a new bulletin Just Issued by the. 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture: It Is called Department Bulletin 
1201;'nhil discusses the effect of win- 
ter rations, on pasture gains of two- 
yenroid steers, ajso the coat of rations 
for wintering two-ycnr-bid steers. 


From theue results It has been con- 


cluded that, generally speaking, the 
steers:which made larger, winter gains 
nlso .made larger total gains for the 
year.when.fattened on grass the fol- 
lowing, slimmer. 
The steers . which 


made .only slight gains or which were 
nllowed fo lose weight during the win- 
ter .made greater summer gains on 
pasture, than the steers which made 
tiie larger winter gains, but were not 
able to overtake them In the final 
weight.

Winter Gain la Be«t. 


Consequently dlfferencea In weight 


of steeiii at the.end at tiie winter, dua 
to rations fed, are gradually mini- 
mized during the summer fattening on 
grass, but not wholly overcome. Since 
this Is true, It Is Important that cattle 
which.are to be marketed early should 
gnln considerably more weight during 
the winter than If they are to be mar- 
keted late.

.attempt to get along without some 
kind of a Pasture for them. Anything, 
Svefl mlxlures o? grain, will help tome, 
but alfalfa, clovers or rye, perhaps 
make the beat, In the order Uained". 
Alfalfa and clover furnish protein nnd 
at the £ame time joine of the min- 
erals needed for Ihrifty gTowth, says 
the^jPralrle Farmer. Fall rye makes 
an excellent sure pasture, and down jn 
Christian county ih5y"are^ 
fislng'l^iix- 


tnre of soy beans, oata, clover and 
rnpo with considerable success. The 
value of this mixture lies In the fact 
that the different fngredlVnts come 
on at different periods, so that within 
six or seven weeks from seeding ono 
may have a succession of good feed 
all the balance of tho season. Any- 
thing which will make green feed will 
be relished. For the hog the pasture 
lot Is every bit as essential as tho 
feed yard. 


Increase Production by 


Freshening Cow in Fall 


Other things being equal, (he richer 


the milk, the richer the cream will be 
In separating. At tills time of year 
the test of herd milk Is very apt to 
drop suddenly, due to the introduction 
of fresh cows Into the herd and tho 
sudden change from dry feed to pas- 
ture. 


In addition to the usnal slump in 


the test of the herd milk, there Is a 
tremendous . Increase In production 
with a corresponding slump In price 
of butterfat, and the consequent dis- 
couragement of the producer. There 
Is no remedy available to the producer, 
for tha low price per pound, nnlesa he 
uses this, experience to his advantage 
by having hlg cows freshen In the fall 
and so have his Increase In production 
come on a rising instead of a falling 
market. 


Most Profitable Ducks 


Ducks are most profitable if mar- 


keted between ten and twelve weeks 
of age. By thin time they are nearly, 
If not quite full grown, providing they 
have done well from the beginning. 
At this age they usually go Into a 
moult and from then on will make 
little or no growth for a number of 
weeks and there can he DO profit in 
keeping them beyond this time, 1-Yom 
the sixth week on a rather heavy ra- 
tion of com will finish the ducklings 
out In good shape.

tho'mlxtures advertised for use In con- 
trolling external pests by administer- 
ing' in the feed have- been tested by 
tho Insecticide and fungicide board o£ 
tho department and' air; have been 
found to bo. ineffective. , .Among the 
products which were o'lfered as pow- 
dera to bo mixed wltli the" feed are 
several cbrifalnlriy mixtures 'of sul- 
phur, charcoal, magnesium sulphate, 
ferrous- sulphate, mix vomlca, capsi- 
cum,- sodium carbonate,, naphthalene, 
lime, salt and sand. Some of the mix- 
'tures .wero lime-sulphur, eolations to 
be added to tho drinking water; some 
calcium rulphlde tablets of various 
percentages snd having quantities of 
other chemicals as .well. 
All were' 


tested and found to be Ineffective for 
the purpose advertised. 


In view of these numerous tests the 


board has served notice on tue manu- 
facturers who may be selling or con- 
template selling the above-mentioned 
products to be used in this raan'her for 
controlling external pests of poultry 
that they are guilty of violating: the 
provisions of the insecticide act of 
1010,. and that the products are. mis- 
branded. The board is of the opinion 
that these tests are suDiclerit , to 
strongly Indicate that such a method 
Is Ineffective and 'further that It -Is 
extremely doubtful' If : tiny substance 
wlll.be found'whlch will, be effective 
when .used In the ; feed or drinking 
w'nter.' Tests iiave not beeii made of 
nil of the mlitures advertised against 
nil of the pests named, but, taking Into 
.consideration the' tests which' have 
been made and the anatomy nnd'pHysl- 
ology of chickens,' It Is belloved-'that 
It, Is unlikely, that any of the sub- 
stances proposed, or any ; combination 
of them, when fed to chickens, will 
control any of the external parasites 
Infesting them.
